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Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended June 25, 1988, 
as estimated by the Energy Information Administra- 
tion, totaled 18.0 million short tons. This was 0.7 per- 
cent higlier than production in the previous week and 
was also 0.7 percent higher than production in the cor- 
responding week of 1987. 


The methodology used to make weekly coal produc- 
tion estimates is published in the Quarterly Coal Report 
(DOE/EIA-0121).
